Banking, Industry, Taxa- 


tion Laws Noted 


XEW APPOINTMENTS 


Supreme Court Commissioner 


At $5,500 Per Year Is 


Provided For 


More thnn 300 enactments of the 


1021! legislature of North 
Dakota 


which lacked an emergency 
clause 


become 'effective on July 1, the most 
far-reaching of which affect bank- 
ing and taxation in the state. 


A marked change in the banking 


•situation may come about through 
•senate bill No. 152, which will per- 
mit banks in the state to 
consoli- 


date-. It was predicted at the time 
nf enactment that within two years 
more than SO banks in the state 
would avail themselves of the law, 
reducing the number1 of banks and 
increasing the strength of others. 
Another measure provides that the 
Erectors of a bank may assess the 
capital stock not exceeding 100 per- 
cent for a period of three years, a 
measure designed to give banks an 
opportunity 
to strengthen 
them- 


selves. 


The entire method of administer- 


ing the affairs of insolvent 
banks 


\w.is 
rewritten by the legislature. 


Senate bill No. 267 provides that 
the supreme court of the stale is 
liivon, and requested to exercise, or- 
iotinnl jurisdiction- in insolvency pro- 
ceedings to liquidate and wind up 
the afi.'irs of all insolvent banks at 
the time of taking effect of the act. 


Supreme Court Jurisdiction 


It is provided that after 
July 1 


the state examiner shall certify to 
the Attorney-General a list of all 
insolvent or closed banks and the 
Attorney-General 
shall 
Institute 


proceedings to have the banks de- 
clared insolvent and affairs wound 


1 up. The supreme court is required, 
' on the taking effect of the act, to 


appoint a Court Commissioner, at a 
salary of $5,500 per-year—the same 
as supreme court justices—to whom 
it may refer all matters with re- 
spect to insolvent banks to hear evi- 
dence and m«ke 
findings of 
fact. 


The supreme court nray on petition 
name receivers to 
lupercede any 


receiver heretofore 
appointed. 


The 
Depositors Guaranty 
Fund 


Commission act 
was rewritten to 


provide greater and more definite! 
power-, in administering the 
fund 


and supervising banks. The * com- 
mission is given 
authority to ap- 


point a secretary who shall receive 
not more than $2,000 a year. 
» Much power over state banks is 
flivcn the commission in the -provi- 
sion that "it shall be the specific 
duty of the 
Depositors'' Guaranty 


Fund Commission to pass upon the 
qualifications 
of 
each and 
every 


bank for admission under the De- 
positors' Guaranty Fund and their 
Sections shall be final, both as to im 
mediate admission or what shall be 
further required of any bank in or- 
der to place it in a condition satis- 
factory to the commission to that 
it mas be admitted later. 


The commission may appoint two 


inspectors to inquire into condition 
of banks and it is made the

The commission is also permitted to 
determine the maximum rate of in; 
terest, if above 5 percent, that 
lank may pay on deposits.

Taxation Law 


The most far-reaching of the tax- 


ation laws provides that Teal proper- 
ty in the future shall be assessed 
on a 75 percent basis, and all othei 
property, not otherwise 
specified 
,i on the same basis. Another law re- 


peals the $500 exemption heretofore 
allowed on city homes, farm'equip- 
ment, $300 on household goods and 
working tools, but all structures 
and 
improvements on , agricultural 


.- 
lands, such as farm buildings, are 
' still exempted from taxation. 


A new income tax law becomes, ef- 


fective, which greatly increases the 
income tax on individuals in the 
state, which is expected to provide 
a great portion of the state's gen- 


• oral revenue. The'tox begins with 1 
| percent on all net incomes 
above 


exemptions and net in excess of $2,- 
000, the exemptions being $1,000 for 
unmarried persons, $2,000 for mar- 
ried 
persons, with 
additional ex 


emptions for children, and increased 
to a tax of 6 percent on .all rfet In- 
comes above $500. 


A new gasoline tax law, Inerea*

Him Anti-Labor Find 
Themselves Mistaken

Helena, Montana, June 30—Presi- 


dent Harding declared here last night 
that those who imagined his admin- 
istration would sympathise with pro- 
jects for "the deflation of labor and 
the overthrow of labor organiza- 
tions" have come "to realize their 
error." 


"Nothing has been farther from 


the purpose of the present admin- 
istration" he said in the tenth pre- 
pared address of his Western trip, 
an address des-oted to the discussion 
of labor, social justice and women 
in industry.

Either some space writer, adept at 


making a mountain out of a mole 
hill, or gome interested party with 
ulterior motive, has cast bespatter- 
ingi upon our fair village. 


The flaring headlines "I. W. W, 


blamed for the near riots' of Sunday 
eve" is misleading. So far as I can 
ascertain there is not and was not 
at that time, .an I. W. W. in town, 
unless perchance it was one of the 
non-union strike -breakers imported 
by the Operators—these men I do 
not know the history, reputation or 
the character of. A careful canvass 
shows that all but two of the mem- 
bers of the Miners Union in town on 
Sunday evening were married men; 
men of respectability; of integrity 
and industry; men who, in the ma- 
jority, hold title to homes and arc 
considered permanent citizens here. 
The tWo unmarried men are also con- 
sidered 
responsible men. Some I. 


W. W's. may have been here in the 
past, it would not 
be strange 
if 


some of the 
transients, 
drifters, 


coming and going had been I. W. 
W's. or worse. 


As to being "armed" I find abso- 


lutely no substantiation for this re- 
port. 


For one I object both to these fel- 


low citizens being traduced and to 
the reputation of the community for 
peace and lawfulness slandered by 
these reports and by calling out 
the Infantry on so slight a provoca- 
tion. The Peace officers of this 
county and of this village ore will- 
ing and competent to suppress any 
disturbance so far showing or like- 
ly to appear, the only probable re- 
sult of sending the Militia or other 
troops here would be to stir up some 
rent trouble, this might result. 


Even had troops been needed it 


is to laugh to suppose that anyone 
thought that four men would stop 
any real trouble of the magnitude 
that their strikes usually assume. 


We can imagine the eastern papers 


coming out with burning columns of 
dope about the mighty clashes be- 
tween the bloodthirsty miners and 
the troops way out in the wilds of 
North Dakota, vividly portraying the 
gore flowing down our streets and 
the wild Indians casually scalping a 
few drunken Cowboys in the out- 
skirts of the fray. 


The President of the local Union 


on being interviewed said in effect 
"This I. W. W. cry, it seems, is raised 
by the so called Captains of Indus- 
try whenever any body of men begin 
to protest. We had no thought of 
"Storming the bunk house" in the 
sense the Pioneer implies when we 
went peuwfully down thvft^ «HI-lnA»se 
to have u heart to heart talk with 
these men who have been imported 
to take our places, we believe they 
have come here under 'misinforma- 
tion or other misconception of the 
facts, do not realize the actual con- 
ditions nqr what led up to the pres- 
ent circumstances, for this reason 
we wished to 
converse with them. 


They seemed afraid to appear on the 
streets, or were ordered not to by 
the Operators possibly, so not be- 
ing able to see them elsewhere we 
went—more in a spirit of sadness 
than of resentment—to the 
bunk 


house to plead and argue with them, 
just a gentlemanly, pleasant presen- 
tation of our stand. Perhaps we, 
did commit a trespass, by going up* 
on the Compnnys land, but it seems 
that a Company who has disregard- 
ed the laws of the State in several 
ways and continually could over- 
look 
one technical 
violation 
by 


others, we cnnnot see why the high 
toned violator of the law is any the 
less an Anarchist, doing it to save 
himself hundreds of dollars, than 
is the poor wretch who does it to 
gain a loaf of bread. * * We have 
posted signs notifying all comers of 
the strike, these warnings, which 
tend to turn back all conscientious 
working men, are about our only 
weapon of self defence and insofar 
as they are legal ones~we intend t» 
use them. 


After flatly refusing to concede 


to our just demand that a dependable 
check-weighman in whom we could 
trust be allowed to check the weights 


at our expense—the Company to 


have one also, and to abide by the 
eight hour taw as enacted in this 
Strtte and practically forcing us •» 
organize a local union now comes 
the Operator with a proposition that 
he will make concession as originally 
demanded provided we will violate 
our union obligations, what sort of 
men do they think we are? Many of 
our members who were against com- 
ing out in the first place are now 
determined to stick and to bear up 
under the suffering which this neces- 
sitates." 


We care not to enter into the 


mooted questions pertaining to the 
merits and de-merits, the benefits 
and disadvantages of unionism, the 
Miners demand and the Operators 
stand. The opinions and sympathies

and others laud the unions it seoms 
we should think twice before con- 
demning them. There may be some 
features, some local conditions, some 
members which may not sanction, 
we find this in all institutions. Be- 
fore judging let us at least look in- 
to the matter of personal Interest 
in the contententions, realizing that 
Miners want, and 
deserve, 
large 
wages, that they may nave more of 
lifes conveniences and be enabled to 
spend more time out in the pure air 
and sunshine; that the operators na- 
turally want lower sealer that they 
may get more interest on their in- 
vestments and keep away from bank- 
ruptcy.

A comforting spirit of optimism was manifested by 
hankers attending the state convention here. 
Hankers are 
not usually optimistic unless Ih'.ire is some fonndation for 
such a feeling. 
W’ith reports from the Mis.souri Slope sta t­ 
ing that the crops snuthwost of Bismarck in manv localities 
are far ahead of last year, and rejiorts generally from the 
state indicating anything but a crop failure, the bankers may 
well feel cop.fnlent of the fiitnre. 
T.he imjire.ssive address 
of Major Stanley Wi.sldinrii. .showing the ¡lotentialities of 
lignite to '.vestcrn .North Dakota, ought io add to the store 
of confidence of those residing west of the James river. 
The residntioiis adnidtd by the bankers indicated a de­ 
sire not to issue preachments nor to (listurb a patient that 
appears to he recovering. 
People gcnerallv do not approve 
of Itranch hanking, lint would ratlier see independent institii- 
tiens of strength and character Iniilt in North Dakota. They 
are not in any mood to see the flow of harvest labor inter­ 
rupted by destnictionists. 
That the cause of somo bank closings in the state, or at 
least an nmlerlying cause, is the fact that there are too many 
banks which cannot well he dt iiii d by i>ne who will give atten­ 
tion to the situation. 
If three banks a1tcm]it to serve a 
community where one hank will suffice, and in their compe­ 
tition accept greater risks than they .should, or bid a higher 
rate of interest for deiKisits than is consistent with safety, 
and increase their overhead expenses to a bnrdemsome point, 
it i.s certain that dire results will follow. 
Because a hank 
failure alfects the community more than the hankers them­ 
selves it is highly important that sound hanking principles 
be ob.soi vcd in North Dakota. 
Before leaving the visiting hankers [laid a nice compli­ 
ment to the city of Bismarck for the cnlerlainment provided, 
and The Tribune is glad to add a w'ord of appreciation to the 
local bankers and others who so aided in maintaining the 
reputation of the city for generous hospitality.

Bottinenu, N. D., June 30.— 


cau county residents are having vi- 
siona of being overcome by swarms 
of caterpillars at a result of 
the 


identification of the hordes of de- 
structive worm.; which 
have 
been 


operating on the traces in the Turtle 
Mountains as the forest tent cater- 
pillar, believed to be the same in- 
sect that has bean delaying trains 
and devastating great areas of trees 
in Oregon during 
the past 
few 


weeks. 


Residents of the Turtle Mountain 


district a short 
time ago 
became 


alarmed as the damage caused to 
the trees by the myriads of caterpil- 
lars, and 
they 
called in 
County 


Agents C. B. Aamodt to find out if 
anything could be done to save the 
trees which had not already 
been 


defoliated. 
Mr. Aamodt sent speci- 


mens of the caterpillar to Dr. R. L. 
Webster, entomologist at the North 
Dakota Agricultural college, and he 
identified them as the forest tent 
caterpillar, and said that he believ- 
ed them to be the same species as 
those which 
have been 
operating 


over vast tracts of forest country 
in Oregon, advancing in waves and 
sweeping clean every green bit of 
vegetation. 
Even trains have been 


delayed by the myriads of worms 
KWnrming over the track, according 
to news reports. 


"Epidemics bimilur to that in Ore- 


gon are by no meant n new thing," 
Dr. Webster declared in a letter to 
Mr. Aamadt. "At, early ns 1898 the 
forest tent caterpillar was present 
in alarming numbers in the Cut-skill 
ami Adirondack mountains, and at 
(hat 
time Rev.'II. II. Swinncrton of 


Cherry 
Valley, N. Y., wrote: 
We 


would stop the progress of the age 


if it got across the way ear worms 
were going." 
' 
' ' 


Mr. Webster declares that he has 


found o few of the forest tent cat- 
erpillars around Fargo, but/ that the 
late May freezes destroyed most of 
the larva. The Turtle Mountain re- 
port is the only one showing wide- 
spread damage, 
according to 
Mr. 


Webster,.who declares that.there is 
little danger of the caterpillars be- 
coming as widespread here as they 
are reported to be in Oregon. 


"Leaves of trees are 
keenly re- 


lished by the forest tent caterpil- 
lar", Dr. Webster reports, "and the 
caterpillar does not thrive on any 
other food. Since we have no large, 
continuous area of woods in North 
Dakota, with the possible exception 
of the Red River valley section, we 
do not have to 
fear an 
invasion 


similar to the one in Oregon. 


"Natural 
enemies—birds, parasi- 


tic insects, bacterial diseases, .and 
weather conditions usually held "this 
pest in check. The caterpillars can 
be destroyed by spraying' with a 
solution of lead arsenate or 
pnris 


green, but treatment for large areas 
is not feasible. 
The lead arsenate 


is applied at the rate of two pounds 
of powder to CO gallons of 
water, 


and parts green at the rate of one 
pound to 50 gallons of water. Shade 
trees may be banded around 
the 


trunks with some adhesive material 
such as tanglefoot. 


"Depredations in this locality us- 


ually continue until late in June, 
when the larva pupate and 
moths 


appear late in July. The full grown 
caterpillar is about two inches long^ 
hairy, and with a row of cream-col- 
ored diamond-shaped spots down the 
back."

Wubster, who declares that there is 
little danger of the cnterpillars he- 
coming ns widespread here as they 
are reported to bo in Oregon. 
“Leaves of trees arp

Dr. W ebster reports, “nnd the 
caterpillar docs not thrive on any 
other food.

(Continued from Page.One) 
tionul amendment would Take tljc 
question out ot our politics. Thus 
far it has not done so, though I ven- 
ture to predict that neither of the 
great parties will see the 'time, with- 
in the lives of any who are now 
voting citizens, when it will declare 
openly for the repeal df the eigh- 
teenth amendment. Busfiiespite all 
that, the question is kept in politics 
because 
of the 
almos\ 
fanatical 


urgency of the minority on both 
sides. -Unless, through the recog- 
nition and acceptance of the situa* 
tion 'in its true light, through the 
effective enforcement of the law by 
all the constituted authorities, and 
•with the acquiescence 
the 
clearly 


dominant public opinion of the coun- 
try, the question is definitely re- 
moved from the domain of political 
action, it will continue a demoraliz- 
ing element in our whole public life. 
It will-, be a permanent bar to the 
wise determination of many issues 
utterly unrelated to the liquor ques- 
tion. It will be the means of ^en- 
couraging disrespect for many laws. 
It will bring disrepute upon our 
community, and be pointed to as 
justifying the charge that we are a 
nation of hypocrites. There can be 
no issue in this land paramount to 
that of enforcement of the law. 


"It* is easy to understand the con- 


ditions out of which, much unrest 
has developed, but it is not easy to 
comprehend so much of complacency 
amid a developing peril. I want to 
give warning against that peril. 


"Many citizens, not teetotalers in 


thfclr , habits, 
lawfully 
acquired 


stores of private stocks in antici- 
pation of prohibition, pending the 
ratification of the amendment and 
the enactment of the regulatory law. 
Many others have had no scruple 
in seeking supplies, from those who 
vend in defiance of the law. The 
latter practice is rather too costly 
to be indulged by the masses, so 
there are literally 
American mil- 


lions who rpsent the lawful posses- 
lions of the few, the lawless prac- 
tices of a 
few 
mor.e, and 
rebel 


against the denial to the vast ma- 
jority. Universal prohibition in the 
United States would- occasion far less 
discontent than partial, prohibition 
and partial indulgence. 
'It is the partial indulgence which 


challenges the majesty of law, but 
the greater crime is the impairment 
of the moral fiber of the Ronubtic.l 
The resentful millions have the ex- 
ample of law defiance by those who 
can afford to buy, and are reckless 
enough to take the risk, and there 
is indicated a- contempt 
for 
law 


which may some day find expression 
n far more serious form. 


Cannot Feel Contempt 


"I do not see how any citizen who 


cherishes the protection of law in 
organized society may feel himself 
secure when he himself is the ex-> 
ample of contempt for law. Clearly 
there is call for awakened conscience 
and awakened realization 
of 
true 


self interest on the part of the few 
who will themselves 
suffer 
most 


when reverence for law is forgotten 
and paision is expressed in destruc- 
tive lawlessness. Ours mUst be a 
law-abiding republic, and reverence 
and .obedience must spring from th<> 
influential and the leaders among 
men as well as obedience from the 
humbler citizen, else the temple will 
collapse. 


"Whatever satisfaction there may 


be in indulgence, whatever objec- 
tion there is to the so-called invas- 
ion of personal liberty neither counts 
when -the supremacy of law and the 
stability of our 
institutions 
are 


menaced. With all good 
intention 


the majority sentiment of the United 
States has sought by law to remove 
strong drink as a curse upon the 
American citizen, but ours is a larg- 
er problem now to" remove lawless 
drinking as a menace to the Repub- 
lic itself." 


"Apart from the tragedy of it all, 


I am glad Russia is making the ex- 
periment. If 20 centuries of the 


recorded upon mistaken theories of 
a righteous social order, then every- 
thing is wrong, Christianity a fail- 
ure, and 'all of civilization •& fail- 
ure. I think Russia is going to rivet 
anew our belief in established social 


to instill into them that indefinable 
essence which 
we know as- good 


breeding, will be performing this ser- 
vice not alone for her own chil- 
dren, but in only less measure for 
the children who come from homes 
less blessed with the finer things of 
life. Herein is the supreme advan- 
tage of the public-school system. I 
have never been abla to find much 
satisfaction in the good fortune of 
families who, when they are able to 
do it, prefer to take their children, 
out of the public schools and giv* 
them the doubtful

more exclusive educational methods. 
I think we should cling to the de- 
mocracy of the public schools. 


"In the home must still be per- 


formed the duty of instilling into the 
child those fundamental concepts off 
religion and of faith which are es- 
sential to rightly shaping the char- 
acter of citizens, and therefore of

Nation. Mankind 
never 
has 


stood more in need than it docs now 
of the consolations and reassurances 
which derive from a firm religious, 
faith. We are living in a time of 
many uncertainties, of 
weakened 


faith in * the efficiency of institu- 
tions, of industrial systems, of econ- 
omic hypotheses, of dictum and dog- 
ma in whatever sphere. Yet we ail 
know that there are certain founds- 
mental truths -of life and duty and 
destiny which will

eternal,

founded by mankind. There must be 
no mistake whereby we shall con- 
fuse the things which are of eternity 
with those which arc of time."
